1am informed that M. R. 1670, 0 bill te amend the Act 
of August 26, 1950 relating te the euspencion of employment of 
civilian personnel of the United States ia the iatercet of aaticnal 
security, is presently before your Coramittes. : 


While I am fully eympathetic to the aime of thie bill, I 
am concerned that if enacted in ite present ferm it would Limit 
the authority previously granted to me by the Cengrees ia 
section 102(¢) of the National Security Act ef 1947, ae emeaded 
(Public Law 80-253}7| This section provides that the Director 
of Central Intelligence may, in his discretion, terminate the 
employment of any officer or employee of the Ageney whenever 
he shall deem such termination secessary oF advisable in the 
interests of the United States. Experience has demeanstrated that 
such termination authority is absolutely necessary to meet the 
specific requirements of the Ceatral Intelligence Agency.) 1, 
therefore, believe provision should be made in NM. R. 1670 
to preserve the authority granted me by the National Security 
Act and suggest that language should be added to section 2 of 
the proposed bill, which already makes exception fer the Atomic 
Energy Commission, eo that the section would read as fellowe: _ 


Section 2. Nothing contained in this Act shall 
impair the powere vested in (a) the Atomic Zaergy 
Commission by the Atemie Energy Act of 1954 er 
the requirements of seeties 161 of such Act that 
adequate previsiea be made for admiaistrative 
review of any determination to dismies any empleyee 
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of such Commission, or (b) the Director of Central 
Intelligence by section 102(¢) of the Mational Security 
Act of 1947, as ameaded.,
